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Introduction 


While this is the Nineteenth Edition of the Associa- 
tion’s Annual Directory of Catholic Hospitals and 
Schools of Nursing, it is far more significant to the reader 
to designate this edition as the third Post-War II Direc- 
tory. So many considerations dealt with relate to, or 
grow out of, World War II —certainly the post war 
era is still deeply imbedded in the consciousness of the 
hospital world; perhaps more so than in other fields of 
endeavor. 

Outstanding is the volume of service given by the hos- 
pitals: now almost 9 per cent of the population seeks 
hospital care compared with approximately 7!2 per cent 
in 1940. Much of this can be attributed to Blue Cross. 

Another significant factor to recognize is the continu- 
ing large clientele of voluntary hospitals. The trend is 
still ascending — the peak, particularly in relation to the 
facilities now available, should be reached soon, possibly 
in 1948, 

A third consideration merits mention at this time 
the relationship of the patient load in non-government 
hospitals to that of government hospitals. At present, 
73 per cent of all patients receive care in non-government 
hospitals. 

-vidence of the expansion of hospital facilities can be 


reported this year. Despite the prevailing high costs of 
construction, thirty-four new Catholic hospitals afford- 
ing approximately 2500 beds have been completed. Sup- 
plementing this growth, approximately 10,000 beds in 
addition to existing hospitals have been developed. 

In the field of nursing and nursing education, the con 
ditions prevailing during this present unsettled period 
are reflected in this report. Collegiate programs are sub- 
jected to closer scrutiny; the nature and quality of edu- 
cational relationships are being reviewed; the three-year 
school of nursing —.traditionally the source of nurses 
is now being studied in relation to the professional and 
educational content of its program; and finally, sub- 
professional nursing patterns, appearing for the first time 
in this edition of the Directory, are reviewed in relation 
to the other programs in nursing. 

In the field of professional education generally and 
hospital administration in particular, evidence is gradu- 
ally accumulating, pointing on the one hand to greater 
interest on the part of hospital workers in advancing 
their knowledge in this area and on the other hand to 
the development of collegiate programs to assist in this 
new field of professional endeavor.

The trends* in hospital service within the United States 
should be reviewed to appreciate and understand this 
condition: while the number of hospitals has decreased

from 6,280 in 1946 to 6,276 in 1947 and while the beds 
have decreased by about 43,000 (43,492) and now num- 
ber 1,425,222, the number of patients admitted rose to 
15,829,484, within 500,000 (427,918) of the record estab- 
lished in 1945 when the hospitals of this country cared 
for 16,257,402 patients. From the following table these 
facts may be reviewed:

The decrease in the number of hospitals is 245; of 
hospital beds, 322,073; and, of the patients admitted, 
2,340,876. This is due to the reduction in hospital services 
under the jurisdiction of the military branches of our 


government.

In the period under review, increases prevail —- for 
hospitals, 10; for beds, 17,450; and, for patients ad- 
mitted, 2,133,542. If only the years 1946 and 1947 are 
considered, it should be noted that substantial increases 
took place; for the number of hospitals, 41; for beds, 
9,037; and, for the patients admitted, 1,069,881. 

The shift in patient load as between government and 
non-government hospitals presents another interesting 
consideration. In 1940, government hospitals admitted 
approximately 28 per cent of all patients; in 1944, this 
percentage had risen to 40, while for 1947, it had dropped 
to 27. Correspondingly, for non-government hospitals, the 
proportion of patients admitted was in 1940 —72 per 
cent; in 1944 — 60 per cent, and in 1947 — 73 per cent. 
This fact clearly points to the high esteem in which vol- 
untary hospitals are held; it is highly significant, too, in 
relation to the role the voluntary hospital takes in assur- 
ing the health and welfare of the people. 

Further data concerning “Church Related” hospitals, 
which include Catholic hospitals, assist in making the 
analysis more complete.

hospital was added; bed facilities increased by 824; but 
the number of patients admitted rose by 426,817. 

In relation to all non-government hospitals, 
“Church Related” group representing approximately or 
third (32 per cent) of the hospital beds, cared for 40 per 
cent of the patients admitted to these hospitals. Approxi- 
mately 42 per cent of the increased number (1,069,88! ) 
of patients admitted to non-government hospitals during 
1947 received care in the “Church Related” group of 
hospitals. 


Trend in Catholic Hospital Development 

As indicated elsewhere the Catholic hospital field con- 
tinues to grow. In this year’s edition of the Director 
there are included 35 new Catholic hospitals, 12 in Can- 
ada and 23 in the United States. As a result of these 
additional hospitals, the facilities in this group have been 
increased by 1,769 beds, sufficient to care for approxi- 
mately 50,000 patients annually. 

To summarize briefly the status of the Catholic field 
at the end of 1947, the following table has been prepared:

The growth in the Catholic hospital field during the 
past year has been more widespread in the United States 
than in any recent vear. The twenty-three new hospitals 
are located in sixteen states situated in all parts of the 
country: in five eastern states, Maine, Massachusetts, 
North Carolina, Virginia and New Jersey; in the Sout 
Texas and New Mexico; in the West: California and 
Colorado; and in the Central Section: Indiana, Kentucky, 
Minnesota, Ohio, Oklahoma and South Dakota. In C 
ada, this year’s increase centers in three provinces 
British Columbia, Quebec and New Brunswick. Num: 
cally, the largest growth took place in Quebec whvre 
eight new hospitals were founded. However, the sign 
cant development took place in Kentucky where four 
new Catholic hospitals were established to raise the to 
number of Catholic hospitals now serving the people / 
that state to 15. Less than ten years ago, only © x 
Sisters’ hospitals were to be found in this state. 

As reported above, our facilities in the United Sta -s 
have been increased by 1,769 beds and 349 bassinets «- @ 
result of these new hospitals. The average capacity ‘s 
approximately 77 beds and 15 bassinets which is slig!

bassinets) of all Catholic hospitals in this country.

The Number of Beds 
In the table above, approximately 160,000 beds are 
norted for the Catholic hospitals of Canada and the 
iited States — 43,666 and 116,392 respectively. The 
tribution of these facilities within the two countries 
rds some understanding of their services. 
In Canada, the Province of Quebec ranks first with 
016 beds, Ontario —- second with 5.089 beds; Alberta

different condition. The highest number of beds, 10,809 
is in the State of Illinois, while New York ranks second 
with 10,357 beds. States having more than 5,000 but 
less than 10,000 beds include Louisiana, Minnesota, Ohio 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. As many as ten states have 
more than 2,000 but less than 5,000 beds California 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Massachusetts, Michigan, Mis 
souri, New Jersey, Texas and Washington. There are

li. The Allied Agencies 


In the hospital surveys which have been made in vari- 
ous states and in some of the provinces of Canada, many 
institutions and agencies rendering sickness and health 
care, not hitherto recognized as such, have come to the 
attention of public health officials. In the majority of 
such cases, the agencies or institutions involved provide 
special services on a limited basis and in some instances, 
general hospital services — again, however, on a small 
scale. 

With the advent of more intensive study of and plan- 
ning for a co-ordinated hospital system which can ade- 
quately and reasonably serve the people, the services of 
these agencies assume more significance. As adjunct, 
complementary or supplementary aids in the achievement 
oi the objective of more and better co-ordinated hospital 
facilities, these institutions contribute valuable resources 
ind afford varied services to meet the many needs for spe- 
cial care. Any inventory of health and hospital facilities 
or any plan for their development would be subject to 
serious criticism if it failed to include this group of 
Institutions. 

Recognizing this area of service, the compilers of this 
Directory devote a substantial section (IIIa and IIIb) 
0! this Nineteenth Edition to the presentation of those 
under Catholic auspices. For each, sufficient general in- 
formation is supplied to enable the reader to ascertain the 
lation of the agency, the names of its officers, the type 
0! service and the extent of its facilities. 

rhe 1948 Directory contains the seventeenth publi- 
cation of this feature, the first having been included in 
the 1932 Edition of this annual reference number. At the

patient accommodations for approximately 30,000 persons

In summarizing the types of services of these agencies 
it will be noted in Table I that in all there are twenty- 
five broad areas in which patients can receive care 
chronically ill, maternity, incurable, cancer, leprosy 
to mention only a few. This obtains in Canada as well as 
in the United States.

lll. The Catholic Schools of Nursing 


The 1948 Directory of Catholic Schools of Nursing is 
presented at a time which the future may recognize as 
the climax of the so-called “transition” period in nursing 
education. It is a period characterized by critical exami- 
nation of traditional educational practices in nursing; 
by gradual changes in the area and scope of the nurse’s 
activity; and by much discussion of what should be the 
future of nursing education. There have been certain 
proposals for change in the number and types of schools 
of nursing; in the control of those schools; and in the 
level of educational preparation for nursing. There is 
evidence that the emergence of nursing as a profession 
is a definite objective of this period. Whether two types 
of nurses will be prepared — the professional and the 
practical; or whether it will be necessary to prepare an 
additional type of nurse to function at the bedside 
is a much disputed question. Undoubtedly the final out- 
come will be influenced by the growing movement to 
make sickness and health care available to all citizens 
and by state-wide planning for medical care. 

In the face of impending changes in the system of 
nursing education, the Catholic schools of nursing in 
1948 appear to have accepted the challenge to keep pace 
with new developments in the field and yet hold fast to 
the ideals and aims of a Catholic philosophy of nursing 
and nursing education. The changes which have occurred 
in Catholic schools in the past year are an indication of 
a willingness to improve nursing education generally and 
to broaden the educational foundation for nursing. Thus, 
the present Directory shows an increase in the number 
of Catholic universities and colleges offering programs in 
nursing and nursing education, as well as an increase in 
the number of hospital schools which have sought course 
affiliation with both Catholic and non-Catholic institutions 
of higher learning. Whether or not this growth has resulted 
in strengthening the system of nursing education under 
Catholic auspices depends, however, on more than mere 
numbers. The contribution of educational relationships is 
dependent on the educational excellence of the participat- 
ing institutions. 

Present day definitions of both the nurse and her 
patient extend far beyond institutional confines and em- 
brace a concept more inclusive than the care of the sick. 
If, however, priority for the services of the nurse is based 
on relative need, it would seem indisputable that this 
same “care of the sick” remains the first consideration of 
nursing. It is significant, then, that the majority of 
schools of nursing listed in this Directory remain in the 
three-year, non-collegiate classification. The present list- 
ing records a trend toward centralization of schools con- 
ducted by one religious community; the closing of sev- 
eral weak schools; and other efforts to strengthen the 
schools in this classification. In view of these efforts, it 
seems evident that many nurse educators believe the 
basic non-collegiate program in nursing must be pre- 
served for many years to come if nursing service needs 
are to be filled. 

The influence of the transition period is evident, too, 
in the growth of programs under Catholic auspices for 
the preparation of practical nurses. As yet, Catholic 
contributions in this area are not clearly defined, but 
available information is indicative of a developing field. 
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Details About Information Presented 

The nineteenth edition of the Directory ef Cathol 
Schools of Nursing presents data concerning three leve 
of preparation for nursing in the United States ai 
Canada: collegiate programs, non-collegiate schools, at 
programs for the preparation of the practical nurse. 

Collegiate programs in nursing and nursing educati: 
are listed in Table IVb, which is intended to inclu 
every Catholic college or university contributing to tl 
system of nursing education under Catholic auspic 
above the level of a course affiliation. This year, an it 
tial attempt has been made to classify the collegia 
programs according to the following headings: 

I Those institutions offering a central pre-clinic 
program for one or more hospital schools. 

II Those institutions offering a basic curriculum 
nursing, either entirely under the auspices of t! 
educational institution or by means of a clo 
relationship with a hospital school of nursing. 
Those institutions offering an academic and ac- 
vanced professional curriculum in nursing ai 
nursing education. 

Those institutions which offer both the basic and 
the advanced professional curricula —i.e., those 
which would be classified as I and II. 

Table IVc, an elaboration of Table IVb, 
details of those basic collegiate programs in nursing 
which are dependent upon a close relationship between 
a college or university and a hospital school of nursing 
Omitted from this table are those collegiate programs 
which do not claim a “unit” hospital school, but state 
that they provide clinical experience for their students 
by means of contractual relations with several hospitals 
and health service agencies. 

The summary of collegiate programs in nursing and 
nursing education under Catholic auspices is to be found 
in Table IVa. This tabulation reveals a total of 
collegiate programs in the United States, an increase of 
10 over the 1947 listings. Of these, four function in the 
central pre-clinical program area; thirty-six offer a basi 
degree curriculum, and thirty-two offer the advance: 
professional curriculum in nursing or nursing education 
In two cases the information available was insufficient to 
permit classification. Twenty-nine colleges or universities 
report one or more hospital units, totaling thirty-nine. In 
Canada, three Catholic universities offer programs in 
nursing or nursing education. Of these, one universi'\ 
reports one hospital unit. 

This tabulation of collegiate programs has been male 
just prior to a study of educational relationships to 
sponsored by the Conference of Catholic Schools of Nu-- 
ing. It is anticipated that one of the results of the sti 
will be a revision of the content of the directory of « 
legiate schools. In its present form, it should be « 
sidered a temporary offering and does not profess to »¢ 
conclusive. 

Detailed information about non-collegiate schools 
nursing in the United States and Canada is given 
Table Va. This includes information concerning hosp 
schools, autonomous schools, and central schools of ni 
ing.

jloma curriculum, including 22 which admit both men 
d women and two which admit men only.

In Canada, seventy-seven Catholic Schools of Nursing 
listed, including four which admit both men and

In the past, the nursing education section of the Direc- 

y has focused attention on schools of nursing first, and 
on description of the programs offered secondarily. In view 
oi the growing complexity of the field, the trend toward 
centralization and educational affiliation, it is with some 
difficulty that classification is made according to the 
established pattern. The information available for the 
1948 Directory sugggests a revision of future directory 
sections on nursing education, with attention on the type 
ol program offered —- the basic professional diploma; the 
basic professional degree; and the advanced professional. 

lable VI — Programs in Sub-Professional Nursing 
under Catholic Auspices — appears for the first time in 


1948. The information here presented was compiled from 
the first returns of a survey of all Catholic hospitals. 
Table VI does not present complete information, but the 
information available at the time this Directory goes to 
press. 

It is significant that twenty-one institutions are re- 
ported as involved in the preparation of the practical 
nurse — either by conducting a school for her prepara- 
tion, or by affording clinical experience to the students 
of a school conducted by a public or private educational 
agency.

IV. Professional Preparation for Hospital Service 


Published for the first time in 1936, this section (VIIa 
and VIIb) contains data concerning seventeen areas 
of activity within the hospital for which collegiate pro- 
grams are available under Catholic auspices. Ranging 
from nursing and its various subdivisions, through the 
special professional service departments to hospital ad- 
ministration, these offerings are made possible through 

co-operation of 107 institutions of higher learning. 
rhose offered in the field of nursing and its sub- 
divisions are by far the most numerous, at least 75 of 
these institutions having organized curricula in this area. 


As many as 42 Catholic universities and colleges offer a 
major in “nursing education’; sixty of them provide 
opportunities for preparation in laboratory technology: 
fifty-five offer courses in dietetics and thirty-one pro- 
vide courses in medical technology. 

These universities and colleges may be found in thirty- 
one states distributed in the Far West, the South 
and every other section of the country. In three of the 
Eastern provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia, Quebec and 
Ontario, three universities and two colleges afford oppor- 
tunities for preparation or advancement in ten fields

In the 48 new Catholic hospitals and allied agencie 
listed for the first time in this year’s Directory, 41 dii 
ferent religious groups were represented. Of these, 
were groups not previously engaging in hospital or nurs 
ing activity — these are responsible for ten of these ne 
hospitals. 


VI. Professional and Government Interest in Hospital Service 


In the 1947 Edition of this Directory, the compilers 
attempted to assemble data regarding the agencies active 
in one degree or another in hospital services. As much 
general information as possible was included. 

In this year’s Directory are listed in this section 
(Appendix A) approximately 135 such groups; 22 being 
definitely governmental or semi-governmental and the 
balance, 113, professional, educational, and welfare ‘in 
character. Of the governmental (or semi-governmental ) 
groups here included, 18 are from the United States and 
4 from Canada; of the remaining agencies, about 16 are 
Canadian, and the balance, 95 are from the United 
States and 2 are international in their activity. 

To enable the reader to locate a particular agency, an 
Index is provided; in addition, these agencies have been 
grouped into ten classes in an attempt to present more 
compactly all agencies within any special class. The clas-

She spent three 
years there after which time she was 
sent to St. Catherine Hospital, where 
she took up training to become a nurse 
and Hospital Pharmacist. She loved 
her work and the sick, and when an 
epidemic of small-pox occurred at Flat- 
bush, she volunteered to leave the hos- 
pital and work in the cottages that had 
been erected to care for the contagious 
diseases. Overburdened with the care 
of the sufferers, she fell a victim to 
the disease herself and was at the point 
of death; however, she recovered to 
continue her ministrations among the 
afflicted. 

On April 17, 1903, she was sent to 
Great Bend, Kansas where the Domini- 
can Sisters from Brooklyn had started : 
new foundation, and her help was sought 
in the St. Rose Hospital which at that 
time was in the pioneer stage.

The Significance of the Capping 
Ceremony 


Rev. Joseph B. Mc Allister, Ph.D.** 


WHEN I was invited to address 
you briefly this afternoon, I was 
happy to accept. For I welcomed the 


| opportunity of expressing my admira- 


tion for the work which is being done 
in the Mercy Hospital School of 
Nursing. At the same time I was glad 
to have the chance of speaking to you 
young ladies, who, not yet nurses, 
today are marking the completion of 
your first step toward the realization 
of your ambitions. 

Today you can look back upon the 
last six months and take pride in your 
achievement; from the success of this 
first period you should take courage 
for what lies ahead. For all of this I 
wish to congratulate you, in my own 
name, certainly, but likewise in be- 
half of all those who are interested in 
you and are anticipating for you a life 
of wholesome interests and unselfish 
Christian achievement. 

It is right that your friends and 
relatives join with you in turning this 
occasion into a celebration. However, 
it is not the end of your course. 
Indeed I may say that you still have 
something more to do before you 


| graduate. Even so, the ceremony of 


capping marks a notable advance for 
you who have survived the long 
months of tests and severe probation. 
You have cleared the first hurdles, 
considered by many to be the most 
difficult of all the obstacles in train- 
ing, but more are surely to follow. 


Meaning of Ceremony 

But let us not think so much of 
what lies ahead. Allow me rather to 
focus your thoughts upon this present 
moment and the traditional and stir- 
ring ceremony in which you are tak- 
ing the leading part. What, it may be 
asked, does the ceremony of capping 
mean? 

Of course the most literal meaning 
is that you are given the privilege of 
wearing a new kind of hat. In this 
sense you young ladies may be simply 
following one of the interesting fash- 
ions of Victorian days, when, as you 
know, Florence Nightingale began her 
training schools. At the time it was

quite the thing for ladies to wear a 
sort of cap even indoors — and Flor 
ence Nightingale wanted trained 
nurses to be ladies. Your caps the: 
may be a relic of those early days, 
link between today’s young aspirant 
and their ‘illustrious forebears o 
another century. 

However, it is not improbable tha 
nurses have worn caps for a mor 
utilitarian reason than fashion. Rec 
ords of some of the early schools o 
nursing in this country reveal hov 
caps had to be worn “to cover th 
hair and not to be simply coquettish 
ornaments.” (Pamphlet: Why a Cap 
Lippincott Co., 1945, p. 6.) That was 
in 1875. Today it is safe to say that 
none of the nursing caps cover the 
hair. But I hope that now, as in 1875 
they are not “simply coquettish 
ornaments.” 


Symbol of Trained Nurse 

But whether fashion or utility be 
original reasons for nursing caps, the 
fact is that neither fashion nor utilit) 
explains today’s custom. Much less 
does fashion or utility justify this 
ceremony. Nursing caps have under- 
gone considerable changes but the) 
have endured and have become a 
symbol of the trained nurse. A recent 
history of nursing bears the simple 
title White Caps. 

This afternoon’s ceremony marks 
your investiture. As with the youthful 
knights of Arthur’s Round Table you 
too have your dreams and _ ideals. 
Today you realize better than six 
months ago the dignity of your cail- 
ing. Likewise you have a deeper 
understanding of its hardships. You 
have entered the lists and, althouz! 
not yet veterans, have experience: 
what it means to be a nurse. 

The result, I trust, is that your 
ideals are even brighter today tha! 
they were six months ago. Perhap 
some of the artificial glamor 
evaporated; but it has given place | 
a truer picture of what it costs 
keep your ideals bright. Some pu 
tients have shown deep appreciatio! 
for your calling and your devote: 
care. But undoubtedly most of yo! 
have encountered crotchety and |

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reasonable patients who made you 
wonder why on earth you ever en- 
tered training. Even so, you must 
keep your ideals healthy with the 
hue of life — not quietly bury them 
in cold storage. 


Ideals Should Be Prominent 
They must be brought out into the 
open, into the daily life of antago- 
nisms and challenge and opposition 
and peevish tempers and eratic de- 
mands. Gracious and ideal conduct 
must not be reserved for the deserv- 
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ing few but be as plain and insepa- 
rable from the nurse as the symbolic 
cap is of her office. 

I am not going to stress the intel- 
lectual and moral and physical fitness 
demanded of the nurse. She does not 
have to be an intellectual genius or a 
haloed saint or a spectacular Amazon. 
Granted normal development along 
these lines she can be said to meet the 
requirements. 

What needs stressing is the nurse’s 
Christian outlook. Nurses themselves 
are complaining that the “spirit” of 
their calling needs to be revived. 
Nursing, some of them say, seems to 


be suffering from spiritual exhaustion. 
To the extent this is true, it is lament- 
able. But when the materialistic and 
grasping and unfeeling and un-Chris- 
tian attitude seeps into Catholic nurs- 
ing, it is pitiful. 

I am not arguing against the just 
demands of nurses for reasonable sal- 
aries and hours and working condi- 
tions and the setting up of agencies 
for collective bargaining. I am for all 
of this — if it is needed and provided 
it does not smother the soul of the 
nurse’s vocation. 

Nurses should be able to anticipate 
a balanced life. But nursing means 
simply nothing if it serves only as an 
interlude between high school and the 
little apartment when Mr. Right 
comes along. 


Bond Between Nurse and Patient 

Nursing implies a bond between 
the nurse and the patient of a sort 
that money cannot gauge. Nor can 
the nurse be estimated by purely 
physical tests and measurements. 
She must be technically proficient. 
There is no excuse for its lack nor any 
substitute for it. But the nurse must 
be much more to her patient than a 
perfect but heartless automaton. 

Florence Nightingale was against 
registration of nurses because she felt 
that it was inadequate. It would not 
separate the authentic nurse from her 
spurious sister. Miss Nightingale op- 
posed nursing as a profession because 
she looked upon it as a religious 
vocation. 

And so nursing remains today, a 
calling, a vocation—not, I should 
like to add, exactly in the sense of 
Florence Nightingale nor even in the 
sense of demanding some innate or 
unacquirable virtues but in the sense 
that nursing demands the right out- 
look, the right intention, and highest 
ideals of devotion. 

Nursing signifies the honest, sin- 
cere, and generous desire to be of 
service to afflicted human beings 
to give of one’s best to aid the sufferer 
or to prevent illness, and all this not 
merely because the patient is human, 
but because the nurse is obeying the 
divine law of charity. 

The nurse must see the bond be- 
tween herself and her patient beyond 
the pay check and the conditions of a 
legal agreement. She must strive to 
see her patient not merely as an un- 
usual or commonplace or worrisome 


or attractive medical specimen. Her 
(Concluded on page 59A) 
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will and intention must be to appre- 
ciate the bond which most truly exists 
between her and the patient. It is not 
economic, medical, nor even in the 
selfish sense of the word personal. 


Bond Arising From Mystical Body 

The nurse must minister to her 
patient with all her skill and training, 
because she shares humanity with him 
in the oneness of their human nature. 
She must bring the riches of her in- 
structed sympathy and kindness and 
patience and understanding to the 
patient, because they are united in 
the oneness of creation and the 
Fatherhood of God. 

Sublimest of all, the Christian 
nurse must recognize her patient as 
an actual or possible member of 
Christ’s Mystical Body. These bonds, 
so foreign to the materialism of the 
day, demand more than a perfect 
nursing machine or a paragon of 
starched and immaculate efficiency. 

When the Christian nurse ministers 
to the sick, she ministers to Christ, 
she takes her stand with Him in the 
garden of His agony, she becomes one 
with the woman whom Christian 
tradition represents as wiping the 
Savior’s face on His way to Calvary. 

What chiefly distinguishes a room 
of a Catholic hospital? It is the cruci- 
fix hanging on the wall. But all that 
is really there is so much wood or 
plaster or ivory or a bit of metal. 

You are among the living members 
of Christ’s Mystical Body. Upon you 
as nurses, ministering with Christ’s 
love and sacrifice falls the duty of 
giving meaning to that symbol, of 
representing it in your conduct with 
the patient. 

Christ ministers through you. In 
your measure you bring the fruits 
of Christ’s sacrifice on Calvary to the 
bedside of suffering human beings. 
You convey His love and sympathy, 
His spirit of sacrifice, His kindness 
and His spirit of forgiveness and 
something of His understanding of 
the weakness of human beings. 

In a word you take the Crucifix 
off the wall and in the beautiful 
reality of your Christ-like behavior 
present it to the patient. The Catholic 
nurse besides the visible cap, symbol 
of her office, wears an invisible cross, 
symbol of her faith. Her responsi- 
bility to be worthy of both the cap

Any Canadian nurse should feel proud 
of having the privilege of reviewing this 
first complete treatise on the History of 
Nursing in Canada. 

The book, divided into forty chapters, 
covers the developments of nursing from 
the pioneering period, 300 years ago, 
until today. After a vivid description of 
the undaunted courage of the members 
of religious sisterhoods, we can follow 
the nurses either working in hospitals 
under all kinds of conditions, or as 
pioneers in the various provinces; in 
epidemics; during the war; in the or- 
ganization of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses; in the Red Cross; in public 
health nursing; in specialized fields such 
as tuberculosis, children and mental 
nursing. 

Alongside with these developments are 
seen the improvements of nursing edu- 
cation and nursing legislation. Nurses of 
today who are, no doubt justly, critical 
of some of the present conditions in 
nursing education are brought back some 
60 to 80 years ago to see nursing emerge 
from a very low status — except when 


practiced by members of the religious 
sisterhoods for whom nursing has always 
been a very noble vocation. They are 
made cognizant of the efforts of nurse 
leaders to elevate nursing to the digni- 
fied rank of a profession and, in some 
instances, to the level of university 
education. The story implies that the 
nurse of today has a definite place 
in the social and health organizations, 
taking on from year to year new and 
more important responsibilities. 

One can follow the improvements in 
cultural and social developments of stu- 
dents, the building of nurses’ residences, 
the setting up of registries, the closing 
of small schools, the organization of 
nurses’ alumnae of provincial and na- 
tional associations and affiliation with 
international organizations. Some of the 
progress of medical science is also men- 
tioned as well as the extension of hospi- 
tal facilities and of various health 
schemes. 

The recognition of the Sisters’ exten- 
sive contribution to nursing is a credit 
to the authors whose admiration and 
astonishment at the scope of the Sisters’ 
achievements are evident. If further 
justification of the request made by the 
religious sisterhoods for special repre- 
sentation on the executive boards of the 
nurses’ national organizations was neces-

This is no doubt to be 
attributed to the Sisters themselves who 
did not offer the authors sufficient docu- 
mentation. Some of them, nevertheless, 
such as the first directors of nursing 
schools, founders of hospitals, etc., 
should pass down in history. Most of 
the remarkable personalities among the 
secular nurses, however, have been given 
a fair treatment.

Indian Medical Mission Sisters 
Open First Hospital at 
Bharaganam 
On March 19, 1948, the native Indian 

community of Medical Mission Sisters 

opened their first hospital at Bharag- 
anam (South India). After high Mass, 

Benediction, and the singing of the Te 

Deum, the following message from the 

Holy Father was read: 

“The Holy Father on the occasion of 
the inauguration of the Hospital of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary cordially 
imparts His Paternal Apostolic Blessing 
to Your Excellency, Father Pinakatt, 
the Medical Mission Sisters, assembled 
clergy and laity, praying that Almighty 
God may prosper this beneficent work 
for t!.e sick.” 

The opening of the hospital was pre- 
ceded by long years of preparation. 
Twer ty years ago, a young priest, Rev. 
Sebas:ian Pinakatt, saw the great need 
of medical mission work in the southern 
part cf India. But it was not until 1940 
that :.e first candidates left the Malabar 
Coast to begin the first part of their 
training at Holy Family Hospital, Ra- 
walpiidi, under the care of the Medical 
Mission Sisters of Philadelphia. These

Unsatisfactory, Report Claims 

According to a report by the South 


African Council for Mental Health, as

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reviewed in the South African Nursing 
Journal, South African mental hospitals 
still suffer severely from a shortage of 
beds and nurses. The report notes that 
an improvement generally is discernible 
in the last few years, but in some re- 
spects conditions have become aggra- 
vated. Only the most urgent cases can be 
admitted to hospitals because of the ex- 
treme demand put on existing facilities. 

The nursing shortage is blamed largely 
on poor pay and living conditions. The

Wisconsin Plan to Recruit Nurses 

“Wisconsin Catholic Hospitals” Bu 
letin reports a recruiting plan whic 
has brought increased enrollment at t! 
school of nursing of St. Joseph’s Ho 
pital, Marshfield, Wisconsin. Realizi: 
that the nursing shortage was becomii 
dangerously acute, doctors of the Mars 
field clinic and other civic leaders o 
ganized a non-profit, charitable grou) 
which called itself the St. Joseph Nurs¢s 
and Advisory Foundation, Inc. Membe 
ships were set at $20, and sufficien! 
funds were raised to supply its needs 
for a year and a half. 

The plan consists of the Foundation 
paying one third of the fees of the stu- 
dent; the hospital has agreed to reduce 
the fees another third. In case of need, 
the Foundation will pay the balance, and 
will add some spending money as well 

Scholarships are offered to the two 
high-ranking students of the first and 
second year classes of $20 and $15 each, 
and awards to the graduating class are 
$100, $50, and $25. Post-graduate schol- 
arships are also offered by the Founda- 
tion, amounting to $150, for preparation 
for a certificate of head nurse in pedi- 
atrics, medical nursing, surgical nursing, 
or obstetrics. Candidates for these 
scholarships have to work as a general 
staff nurse at St. Joseph’s for at least 
four months, and must agree to return 
to the nursing staff of the hospital for 
not less than six months after complet- 
ing their post-graduate work. 

The Foundation has also been active 
in the nurses’ home, buying furnishings 
subscribing to periodicals, and arrang- 
ing for the students to participate in 
various social events in the city.

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New Device Stimulates Paralyzed 

Muscles Electrically 

A new device, which can stimulate 
paralyzed muscles with electric current 
and thus prevent them from wasting 
away through disuse, was demonstrated 
recently at the First International Polio 
Conference held in New York City. 

Acting as a “substitute nerve,” elec- 
tric current from the instrument al- 
ternately contracts and relaxes paralyzed 
muscles 24 times per minute, thus giv- 
ing the muscles the benefit of prolonged 
exercise without effort on the part of 
the patient. Treatment is so easily tol- 
erated that young children often play 
unconcerned while their affected muscles 
are being exercised, according to reports. 


New Form of Penicillin Effective 

for 24 Hours 

According to a report in a recent 
issue of The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, a comparatively 
new form of penicillin, “intracillin,” is 
effective for 24 hours after injection. 

Intracillin is a preparation of potas- 
sium penicillin, oil, and adrenalin. No 
significant increase in blood pressure 
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can be attributed to intracillin, tests on 
25 volunteers show, according to the 
report. Clinical study has.confirmed the 
therapeutic value of this type of peni- 
cillin. 


1300 Sisters Get Nurses’ Diplomas 

A group of 1300 French Sisters, as 
well as a number of Sisters from Great 
Britain, Luxemburg, Switzerland, Brazil 
and the Indies, recently received their 
nurses’ diplomas in Paris. So far, about 
35,000 French Nuns have received their 
diplomas. The French government is 
now offering a new diploma for in- 
structors for schools for backward chil- 
dren, and the Catholic Institute of Paris 
is establishing courses for candidates for 
this degree. 


New Residents, Intern Program 
Begun at St. Joseph’s, Yonkers 
Four residents from St. Vincent’s 

Hospital, New York City, have arrived 

at St. Joseph’s Hospital, Yonkers, N. Y.., 

and have been assigned to duty for a 

period of three months, under a plan 

which has been approved by the Council 
on Medical Education and Hospitals 
of the American Medical Association. 

These doctors are beginning a three to 

four year training program, to qualify 

them in the specialties of medicine and 
surgery. 
This innovation in resident training 


has been under consideration for the 
past year, and is the first time that 
residents from a large, teaching New 
York hospital have been assigned to 
duty in one of the smaller genera!

of public opinion and at the same time 
serve to support those schools which 
are capable of educating nurses. 

In only one instance does it appear 
that the author has stressed unduly the 
responsibility of nursing to the social 
welfare. In the Introduction, the impli- 
cation can be taken that the public has 
been jeopardized in the area of preven- 
tion of diséase and the maintenance of 
health in order that persons who had 
not maintained health might be cared 
for. If the implication was intended, as 
seems unlikely, an objection must be 
recorded. It is not fatalism but merely 
acceptance of fact to realize that there 
is no human power or aggregation of 
human efforts which can keep society 
entirely well. It is true that we can, in a 
measure, prevent disease and accidents; 
minimize the effect of illness; and sup- 
port and encourage the maintenance of 
health. Despite our best efforts, how- 
ever, (and these functions are within the 
scope of nursing), physical imperfection 
is a part of the human heritage. More- 
over, it is to the precise contrary of the 
Christian concept of nursing to assume 
that the care of the sick should not have 
first call on the services of a nurse. 

Whatever changes are effected through 
Nursing for the Future, the study itself 
has been of benefit to nursing education. 
Through participation in the study or 
through following its progress, nurse 
educators have been stimulated to re- 
study their own schools and to evaluate 
for themselves the contribution which 
they can make to nursing and to society. 

In the author’s own words, this report 
offers one way of looking at the present 
situation in nursing. And, there is no 
indication that the recommended changes 
should be effected without time for 
thought and planning. As nurses and 
particularly as nurse educators, we have 
an obligation not only to the present 
but to the future. In this transitional 
period, when change is indicated both 
by dissatisfaction within our own ranks 
and criticism from without, we have a 
responsibility to consider carefully the 
proposals for change and to lend our 
support to those which we believe pro- 
vide the best pattern for a comprehen- 
sive system of nursing for tomorrow.

A Tribute to Dr. Coolidge 

The enlarged General Electric X-ray 
Development Laboratory, in Milwaukee, 
with nearly doubled capacity was dedi- 


Arthur C. Christie, M.D. 


cated, Sept. 13, to Dr. William D. Cool- 
idge. Arthur C. Christie, M.D., a noted 
radiologist who rendered distinguished 
service to the nation during both World 
Wars, was chosen to represent the pro- 
fession of medical radiology at the 
dedication. 

Dr. Coolidge, who is listed in Who’s 
Who in America as a physical chemist, 
received his Ph.D. from the University 
of Leipzig in 1899. In recognition of his 
oustanding service to medicine, through 
research and invention, the University 
of Zurich conferred on him, in 1937, the 
unusual honorary degree of M.D. 

In his dedicatory address, Dr. Christie 
mentioned first the invention by Dr. 
Coolidge, forty years ago, of a method 
of rendering tungsten ductile, thus mak- 
ing possible the modern incandescent 
lamp. A later development from this 
early invention was the modern Cool- 
idge Tube which completely displaced 
the old “gas tube” as a source of X-rays. 

During World War I, Dr. Coolidge, at 
the suggestion of Dr. Christie, by a 
simple modification of the commonly 
used Delco generator, developed an effi- 
cient portable X-ray apparatus for mili- 
tary use. 

Dr. Coolidge now is director emeritus 
of the G-E Research Laboratory in 
Schenectady, N. Y.

Quality is so closely associated 
with profit in industrial feeding that 
it daily comes closer to being ac- 
cepted as the prime requisite for suc- 
cess by those industries engaged in 
feeding the public. Conversely busi- 
ness failures in industrial feeding are 
conspicuously associated with over- 
emphasis on price in buying. Oddly 
enough low prices do not mean lower 
food costs because there are many 
factors that must be considered in 
developing a food cost. 

Obviously, standing ribs of beef 
purchased at a low price are not eco- 
nomical if the meat is so tough that 
the customer cannot eat it. In com- 
paring the cost of the tougher beef 
with the higher priced prime ribs of 
beef, the buyer may only take into 
consideration the cost of the meat, 
yet the real factor is the customer’s 
satisfaction as the good will of the 
customers is the greatest asset in 
business. 

Waste in feeding associates itself 
with poor quality or careless prepara- 
tion. A meal served that is half con- 
sumed means half of the cost of such 
a meal has been wasted. 

The term high priced foods can 
only be associated with luxuries that 
have no place in the ordinary day to 
day service unless the service war- 
rants these to be priced for service 
with profit at any time the customer 
may desire to order them. 

Price on any commodity can only 
be measured by the degree of satis- 
faction that the commodity affords, 
in developing the cost all of the 
expense of service must be consid- 
ered. It costs just as much to serve 
a good coffee as it does a poor one 
slightly cheaper — the only cost af- 
fected is the actual cost of the cof- 
fee. All other costs entering into its 
service remain the same. Conse- 
quently, the difference in price spread 
over the forty cups to the pound is 
infinitesimal when added to your cost 
per meal and yet good coffee is so

cheapest bidder. While on the face of 
it this may seem to be an efficient 
procedure, actual results have often 
proved this a most extravagant prac- 
tice because by actual test the higher 
bidder very often has been able to 
prove a much higher dollar value by 
a careful analysis of the relative val- 
ues of the products. 

The National Restaurant Associa- 
tion emphasizes quality in their na- 
tional slogan, ‘‘Good Food for Good 
Health.” That good food does not 
associate itself with high prices may 
be best proved by one of the coun- 
try’s foremost cafeteria operations 
that purchases nothing but the best 
yet features a moderate priced service. 

A great amount of time and money 
has been spent in efforts to develop 
a dependable standard for measuring 
quality in canned fruit and vegeta- 
bles. Despite the fact that these 
standards have been developed by 
outstanding people, the lenience they 
must allow affords room for a marked 


difference in the quality of any giver 
item. There are a number of variable 
in the production of any item such a: 
soil, climate, fertilization and hus 
bandry, each of which leaves it 
impression on the finished product 
Consequently, canned apricots maj 
be packed on the same day under th 
same standards in a widespread group 
of canneries with a marked variatio: 
in the finished product. Food is a 
gift of God dependent upon His 
bounty for its abundant production 

The institutional food buyer who 

-under today’s conditions — still 
conducts his grocery purchasing pro 
cedure from historic records, is mak- 
ing a mistake that may prove quite 
costly. 

The very fact that you served a 
certain quantity of a given item last 
year is certainly no reason why you 
should use the exazt same quantity 
of the item this year. In purchasing 
each item should be judged on. its 
value in your particular service but 
the price, too, should be a factor 
Every season we have bountiful sup 
plies of some items and others ar 
relatively scarce. It only follows that 
the law of supply and demand pre 
vails lessening the price of one and 
increasing the price of the other. Th: 
buyer who takes on a larder full ot!

investment and requiring a great 
amount of storage space. This method 
of purchasing has lost its popularity 
because the buyer has learned the 
advantage of selecting a supply after 
the season's harvest has been packed. 

I personally advocate buying not 
more than a sixty-day supply of 
foods at any time. There is no reason 
why the hotel. restaurant? hospital 
or school should engage in the whole- 
sale grocery business. There is no 
reason why any of these people 
should take on stocks of canned foods 
running into thousands of dollars. 

In earlier days when people wanted 
to assure themselves of a supply of a 
particular grade of an item that had 
unusual acceptance from their cus- 
tomers, they bought up to a year’s 
supply of that item to be assured 
that they would have it. 

Today, there is no need to tie up 
your capital in any particular item 
to be assured of a supply. Your sup- 
ply dealer will notify you should he 
anticipate a shortage of any item so 
that you can protect yourself against 
such shortage. 

From the perspective of my thirty 
vears of intimate, continued contact 
with those engaged in institutional 
food service, one fact stands out 
bevond all others in importance and 


merits repetition, 1T TAKES QUAL- 
ITY FOODS TO MAKE A SUC- 
CESSFUL FOOD SERVICE. 

Anyone inclined to question the 
wisdom of basing his operation on 
quality food might consider what has 
happened in our rural communities. 
Hard roads and automobiles brought 
to the country towns a good many 
city folks who were not content with 
the low standards of restaurant food 
that used to prevail there. The few 
really good restaurants in these com- 
munities drew the profitable tourist 
trade, and this encouraged other res- 
taurants to raise their sights. 

Now practically every American 
crossroads town has at least one 
restaurant offering good food, well 
prepared, at prices that are fair for 
the quality but far above what the 
old-time village restaurants consid- 
ered their topmost limits. What as- 
tounds the die-hards of the old school 
is that the natives greatly out- 
number the tourists in these quality 
restaurants! 

The first step in serving good food 
is, of course, to buy foods of high 
quality. In this connection, the buyer 
must bear in mind the fact that he 
is seldom in danger of getting a 
dollar’s worth of quality for 75 cents, 
but that he must keep his eves open

to avoid paying a dollar for less than 
a dollar’s value. 

Therefore, if you order quality 
foods from a supplier of good stand- 
ing, usually you get the quality you 
seek. The quality of canned foods 
is easy for any experienced person to 
check. Locality of origin is important 
in many fruits and vegetables; Indi- 
ana and New Jersey tomatoes. for 
instance, are our choice. Cans should 
be packed solidly, with no more 
liquid than is required to fill the 
spaces between the solid contents. 
Style is important — how the beans 
are cut, the color of the peas, the 
texture of the sweet corn. Finally, of 
course, comes flavor, it cannot safely 
be taken for granted in goods from 
an unproved source. 

The second step: However carefully 
foods are selected, to retain the hon- 
orable title of quality foods when 
they reach the dining room, they 
must, of course, be properly prepared 
in the kitchen. I have no intention 
of writing a cookbook in this brief 
article, nor of going into great detail. 
but there are some fundamental pre- 
cautions that must not be overlooked 
in the kitchen and that, therefore, 
certainly deserve mention. 

Overcooking deserves to be rec- 
ognized as a major sin in our indus- 
trv. Meats, vegetables, ordinary toast 

in these and many other classes of 
food overcooking is all too common, 
usually because of the greater ease 
of cooking in large quantities. Mashed 
potatoes, for instance, are about as 
easy to make in 50-pound lots as in 
10-pound, but they are seldom worth 
eating when they are an hour old. 

Canned foods are frequently over 
cooked, simply because they are 
ready to eat as they come from the 
can and, therefore, should merely be 
warmed. Any cooking is too much 
for a high quality canned food. 

Overcooking impairs the flavor 
texture, appearance and vitamin con 
tent of most foods, and improve: 
none. Undercooking is less frequentl) 
encountered. Usually it results fron 
sheer carelessness and its principa 
disadvantage is that the food doe: 
not taste right or is tougher than 
should be. 

Still another point worth obsers 
ing is that hot beverages should be 
prepared with meticulous care. Th: 
importance of good coffee is generall\ 
recognized, of course, throughout th 
industry.

But the tea drinkers often receive 
less consideration probably because 
they are a minority and nobody in 
the kitchen has ever bothered to 
learn how to prepare tea. People who 
enjoy tea are usually enthusiastic 
about having it made just right. 
They'll quickly tell you, “Heat the 
china or crockery teapot —- never a 
metal one. Then pour furiously boil- 
ing water on the tea or teaball. Let it 
stand five minutes, then strain the 
tea off the leaves or remove the tea- 
ball.’”’ So what does the customer get 
in too many restaurants in the United 
States? Usually a pot of lukewarm 
water, with the teaball daintily deliv- 
ered alongside! Practically every tea 
enthusiast wants the pot of tea on 
the table, ready to pour, at least by 
the moment his entree is served. 
After-dinner tea is not popular. 


Prompt service is the fourth es- 
sential step in merchandising quality 
foods. Nothing is more important 
than getting the food to the guest 
piping hot, with minimum loss of 
vitamins, color, moisture and taste. 
Hot food deserves to be kept hot 
while awaiting service, and to be 
handled and served on hot plates all 
the way through. 

The fifth essential for making the 
guest appreciate high quality food 
service is to provide standard service 
that is uniformly attractive. 

Standard portions are essential; 
the guest who gets an undersized por- 
tion is no more seriously disappointed 
than the customer who, last time, 


had his ideas inflated by receiving 
an oversized helping. 

Eye appeal is part of the same 
problem. One restaurant chain that

Under a common method, the daily, 
weekly or monthly total receipts are compared with the actual 
cost of the food used in the preparation of the meals served 
(in the time used). If the receipts amount to $100.00 and the 
amount spent for food is $50.00, the food cost is 50%. After 
determining the total food cost it is customary to separate this 
item into the divisions which go to make up this cost by find- 
ing the amount expended for each item and its percentage 
of the total cost. A simple formula for guidance of those who 
have no definite system is the division illustrated above. 


Invariably a careful analysis will disclose the value of using a

Of all public institutions, hospitals 
must make the greatest effort toward 
cleanliness and complete sanitation. 
As public education on health and 
hygiene gathers momentum, all 
phases of cleanliness are being viewed 
through increasingly critical eyes. 
Since it is accepted sound practice 
and because of the tremendous psy- 
chological effect, it is imperative that 
hospitals lead the way. Already clean- 
liness, healing, recovery and hospitals 
are inseparably fused in the thinking 
of the public, and it is part of the 
hospitals’ job to maintain this posi- 
tion. 

Woe unto the administrator that 
does not keep abreast of modern 
detergency and sanitation practices! 
For just as research in medicine and 
surgery makes life easier and removes 
pain, so research in detergency and 
sanitation makes cleaning easier and 
removes soils and harmful bacteria. 
Unfortunately, no miracle of modern 
detergency has yet removed the ne- 
cessity for work. It is true, however, 
that less work is needed and better 
maintenance is achieved by proper 
application of modern detergents and 
sanitizers. 


Maintenance Cleaning 

Many new products have been in- 
troduced in the past few years for 
maintenance cleaning. To aid in the 
selection of these materials, an article 
by the authors was published in the 
January, 1948, issue of Hospitar 
PROGRESS. 

Essentially, this article makes the 
following points: 


1. Deal with well established, re- 
liable concerns. The welfare of 
your patients is at stake when 
prescriptions are filled from the 
pharmacy, and only reliable, 
widely known pharmaceuticals 
are used. Why jeopardize your 
investment in beautiful, well- 
built buildings by treating them 
daily with untried chemical con- 
coctions?

2. Use only quality merchandise. 
Remember that the final crite- 
rion is the cost per square foot 
of cleaning, not the cost per 
pound of cleaner. Too often the 
use of a cheap cleaner has re- 
sulted in blotchy work, film 
formation, scratching of finished 
surfaces or excessive paint re- 
moval, necessitating extra work, 


far more expensive than 


proper cleaning in the begin- 


ning. 


. Have a basic knowledge of your 
floors and walls and their com- 
position. In this day of high 

cleaning with 

proper detergents is extremely 
important, and good care will 
extend the life of floors, painted 
surfaces and other surfaces for 
years. Improper care may be 
sidered a neglect of an impor- 


costs, proper 


tant phase of maintenance. 


4. Protect where advisable with a 


Detergent soap can be used effectively 
on wall surfaces. 


coating of good wax. Nothing 
makes better sense than to seal 
porous or rough surfaces with a 
pure anti-slip wax, preventing 
the adhesion of soil and making 
an attractive, easy-to-clean sur- 
face. 

Use ordinary care in application. 
It is a common fallacy in clean- 
ing operations, that where a 
small amount of detergent will 
do a good job, a large amount 
of the same detergent will do a 
better job. Yet this is far from 
the truth. Follow instructions 
given by a manufacturer as 
closely as possible for most ef- 
ficient and economical results. 


Nowhere is the old adage, “An 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure” more pertinent than 
in maintenance cleaning. Neglect of 
frequent attention to routine clean- 
ing can cause accumulations which 
require drastic action for removal, 
resulting in high labor costs and the 
possibility of abusing the surface to 
be cleaned. 


Operating Rooms and 

Laboratories 
Besides building cleaning, the hos- 
pital has the problem of cleaning 
equipment and glassware. Equipment 
can be kept gleaming with mild 
abrasive cleaners. The only precau- 
tion necessary is that stains not be 
allowed to stand until deep-seated. 
From the vast number of plasma 
banks during the war were developed 
new cleaning materials for laboratory 
glassware which makes this bugbear 
a much simplified job. Be sure to 

investigate these cleaners. 


Some Tips for Maintenance 
Cleaning 
A safe efficient deodorizing and 
sanitizing spray can be made of a 
chloramine-type compound. This is 
excellent for operating rooms, pa- 
tients’ rooms, lavatories and corri-

dors. This type of compound removes 
odors without replacing them with 
another objectionable odor. 

Paste abrasive cleaners are excel- 
lent for hospital cleaning, because 
there is so much tile, porcelain, and 
metal equipment. It can be purchased 
in a small can for economical dis- 
pensing, too. Be careful to see that 
your paste cleaner does not contain 
too harsh an abrasive, however. 

Cleaning of light fixtures should 
have a place in your regular cleaning 
schedule. It is amazing how much 
one can increase the illumination by 
proper cleaning of light fixtures. 

Try rinsing mops after each using 
in a good sanitizing and deodorizing 
solution. It leaves them smelling 
sweet and clean. 


Culinary Cleaning 

Representatives of detergent man- 
ufacturers have for years performed 
as consultants on culinary cleaning. 
It is no easy trick to keep a kitchen, 
with all the various materials passing 
through it, in a clean, sanitary con- 
dition. 

Dishes are subject to the most 
critical inspection by patients, and a 
summary of approved practices might 
be helpful. 

Mechanical dishwashing is 
effective if properly operated. 


most 


1. Dishes should be pre-rinsed. 
Food scraps and extraneous 
material are then kept out of 


the wash tank, the detergent 
goes much farther and bacteria 
counts are reduced. 

Dishes should be properly racked. 
Only properly taught operators 
can remove this _ continual 
source of trouble. Plates and 
saucers should be vertical, cups, 
bowls and glasses inverted, and 
silverware scattered lightly on 
the bottom of the rack. 

. Wash tanks should be at 135 

F. Lower temperatures do not 
wash properly and higher tem- 
peratures bake on foodstuffs. 
Detergent concentration should 
be at 0.25 per cent. Higher than 
this concentration in average 
water is wasteful. Lower than 
this will not wash properly and 
allows scale formation to occur. 
Control of dishwashing deter- 
gent concentration has in the 
past posed a difficult operating 
problem. With the advent of 
electronic solution controllers 
the element of guesswork has 
been eliminated. 
Rinse at 170° F. for 10 seconds. 
This temperature, for this rinse 
time, has been established as 
giving a well-sanitized dish. 


Hand dishwashing is, of course, 
best done with a three-tank system: 
(1) wash, (2) rinse, (3) sanitize. 

In the wash the detergent should 
be matched to the job, using a light 
duty detergent for glassware and a 


Dishwashing equipment should be kept spotless. 


heavy duty detergent for pots and 
pans. 

The rinse should be continually 
overflowing, keeping a clean, fresh 
tank. 

Sanitizing may be done with hot 
water (170° F. for 10 seconds) or 
by the use of approved chemical 
sanitizing agents. 

Although local regulations are to- 
day somewhat confusing as to proper 
dishwashing methods, an effort is 
being made to standardize acceptable 
practice. The National Sanitation 
Foundation in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
composed of leaders of public health 
and industry, is striving through 
research and consultation to estab- 
lish universally acceptable standards 
which may be adopted wherever food 
is handled. 

Equipment, floors and walls in the 
kitchen should be given the same, or 
more attention than is given to equip- 
ment in the rest of the hospital. 


Some Tips for Culinary Cleaning 

There are cleaning materials which 
can be used for detarnishing silver- 
ware chemically. There is no better 
time-saving device in the kitchen. 

To preserve more easily the ap- 
pearance of aluminum utensils, do 
not soak in hot detergent solutions, 
and, when soaking, be sure the uten- 
sil is completely submerged. 

Paste cleaners are excellent for all 
equipment, metal or porcelain. 


Better Control in the Hospital 
Laundry 

The investment in fabrics in any 
hospital amounts to a_ tremendous 
total and it is important to protect 
this investment with the best pos- 
sible control in the hospital laundry. 
If washing is not carefully done, and 
the best supplies are not used, fabrics 
may be unduly injured, their life 
shortened, and costly replacements 
made sooner than would have been 
the case had good washroom proce- 
dure been followed. 

White is the symbolic color of 
purity and cleanliness, and hospitals 
should and do take great pride in 
keeping a high standard of beautiful 
white work, of which so much must 
be done in a hospital. 

The method of obtaining both of 
these ends is through control. 


1. Control of water supply. Plenty 
of hot softened water saves on 
soap and detergent and makes 
high quality work possible.

2. Control of quality soap and 


builder, properly balanced to | 


get maximum detergency and 
whiteness retention. This pre- 


vents formation and deposition | 


of lime soaps on work and wash 
wheels. 

. Control of bleach. Bleach is 
used to keep fabrics whiter, re- 
move various stains, and to 
provide germicidal action. Over- 
bleaching can cause serious 
deterioration of fabrics and a 
definite control of its use is 
necessary. 

. Control of sour. Sour neutralizes 
excess alkali left in fabrics and 
prevents graying and yellowing. 
Proper souring is important in 
producing beautifully finished 
work but overuse of sour may 
cause loss of tensile strength or 
difficulty in finishing. 

. Control of rinses. Often rinsing 
is too hurriedly done. Insuffi- 
cient rinsing may leave in the 
fabrics just enough of the sub- 
stances used in washing, or 
may leave traces of unrinsed 
soil, to cause off-color work. In- 
sufficient rinsing may also cause 
trouble in souring, bluing or 
starching. 

. Control of blue and starch. If 
the preceding controls are 
properly maintained and fabrics 
are thoroughly washed, rinsed 
and properly soured, bluing 
and starching with quality ma- 
terials will give no trouble. 


Research in laundry detergents is 


| also progressing rapidly. Whereas 


cottons until very recently were not 


| successfully washed with synthetic 
| detergents, recent developments show 
| great promise for these materials.

Never use hot water to start wash- 
ing blood stained fabrics.
